Vauxhall Gardens.—On Monday there will be aday and night fete, 
and a grand illumination gala of 45,409 lamps, upon which occasion Mr. 
Green will ascend for the 283rd time, in his balloon, to be followed by 
the performances of Mademoiselle Caroline, Signor Antonio Boltari, 
Mr. Hicken, the great English rider, and Mr. Stickney, the popular 
American horseman. There will likewise be a grand vocal and instru- 
mental concert, and a display of the training and sagacity of the diminu- 
tive steed, Firefly. 

Curious Spectacle at Berlin—a Swimming Masquerade,—A letter 
from Berlin, August 3, has the following. Last week we were wit- 
nesses of a spectacle, of which there is scarcely an example in modern 
times, at least in Germany—a swimming masquerade. The spectacle 
was given by the pupils of the Royal Swimming School of Berlin, in ~ 
honour of the 28th anniversary of the establishment, which has formed 
23,360 good swimmers. At five o'clock, 1,200 swimmers, for the most 
part belonging to the army, assembled in the barrack-yard of the In- 
fantry of the Guard, and proceeded to tents erected on the banks of the 
Spree, where they put on their costumes. At eight o’clock the following 
procession was seen to swim forward, and pass before the view of more 
than forty thousand spectators. First came a large flat boat meta- 
morphosed into a large arbour, in which were four bands, who exe- 
cuted morsels of military music—then a car, in the shape of a shell, in 
which was seated Neptune with his hair and beard of reeds, and armed 
with his trident. This car was drawn by six dolphins and surrounded 
by a band of Nereids and Tritons, the latter playing the trumpets and 
clashing the cymbals—a numerous trocp of Indian musicians, bearing on 
their heads brilliant plumes, adorned wlth collars and bracelets of coral, 
and bearing clubs—Scotchmen, Norwegians, Spaniards, Italians, and 
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Russians, in their national costumes—Bacchus, seated on a gigantic cask, 
crowned with vine leaves and ivy, brandishing in the air his thyrsus, with 
which he directed the grotesque evolutions of a hundred bacchants, who 
sported round his throne—the King of the Frogs, represented by a gi- 
gantic frog, seated on a car of reeds, and followed by a train of others of 
the same species, though less in bulk—and, last of all, two hundred sai- 
lors, singing national songs. The immense crowd who were drawn to- 
gether by this strange spectacle moved about on the banks of theSpree in 
carriages, on horseback, or on foot, or sailed about in small boats adorned 
with garlands of flowers.

Dear Mr. Eprror,—Just wish to say a word—beg pardon, hope I don’t intrude 
—but will you excuse me—I have to mention that I’ve arranged so as to rub 
shoulders with my friends and the fashionable world at one or other of the Grand 
Lounges about town :— 

Monday, paid another visit to the THames TuNNEL, which is now completed. 
and is 1,200 feet in length. The entrance is now on the Middlesex side, close to 
the Tunnel Pier at Wapping; the entrance to Rotherhithe is closed, in order to 
finish a new Staircase; on the completion of which the Tunnel will be opened as 
a thoroughfare for foot Passengers. Generally go by one of the steam boats, 
either from Hungerford, Adelphi, Temple Bar, Blackfriars Brydge, Old Shades 
Pier, or London Bridge,—very convenient. 

Afterwards visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner. 
It consists of objects exclusively Chinese, comprising upwards of 50 figures as 
large as life, in their native costume, from the highest mandarin to the mechanic ; 
and replete with articles illustrative of their manufactures, habits, and domestic 
arrangements.—This exhibition is well worthy of inspection. 

On Tuesday dropped in at the LowruerR Bazaar—found my old friends the 
same attentive creatures in the new as they used to be in the old house, place much 
improved—splendid st-ck—intend leaving town for a few days—bought a portable 
dressing-case for 7s. 6d., everything in I can want—most abominably cheap ;— 
went down to the Magic Cave,—rather warm, but nevertheless very much pleased, 
18 views—all good—many first rate paintings—shown a Euterpeon shortly to be 
raffled for by4000 members—splendid instrument—advise my friends to take shares 

Thursday, pop into Dusoure’s splended Exhibition of Wax Work, Great Wind- 
mill-street, Haymarket. to see the grand Centrijugat Railway, 200 feet long, on 
which a carriage of nearly 200 lb., containing a lady or gentleman, descends an 
melined plane, passing round a vertical circle of 40 feet, turning the head of the 

ndividnal downwards and feet in the air; the carriage then decends the circle, 
rises a second inclined plane, and lands the individual safe, at the rate of 100 miles 
2n hour.—A most extraordinary novelty. 

You may talk of eye snuff, but after having the head-ache for a year, popped 
into Perrine’s, 85, Strand. got one of his superb Beavers, so light lost the head- 
ache in a minute—was shewn one of his elegant Velvet Hats, could not’ resist 
buying one of them also, price 13s—wonderful. 

In my way from the Theatre, drop into the Harmonic Meeting, held at Evans’s 
Grand Hotel, King Street, Covent Garden, — quite delighted with the excellence ot 
the singing—commences every evening at ten o'clock. When Mrs. P. is out of 
town, stay a week, and only pay a guinea for bed and breakfast. I’m always to 
be found on Saturday, at half-past five, at the Convivial Dinner held here. 

Have just been to Holborn Hill, for another pair of Witson’s New Footed 
Boots,—talk of economy, why my expense for boots will not be half as much as 
it used to be, and Mrs. P. has at last found a good shop for the children’s shoes,— 
the neat little leather bound shoes that Wilson makes—wear twice as long as those 
of the ordinary description. and never look shabby.
